Belief Measures nt Qalvnston. 


G.u.vK.H-rov, Tex., Oct. 19.—The com- 


mlttec of citizens who left here Saturday 
night on the tugboat Estelle, which had 
a schooner In tow, currying §1,000 worth 
of provisions for the sufferers at Sabine 
Pass and Johnson's bayou, returnee! at a 
Jatc hour Monday night. They reached 
Sabine Pass early Sunday morning, finding 
one hundred persons still living there, 
reluctant to leave the silo of their former 
homes. 
They are occupying the few 


houses that withstood the storm. One- 
half the food and clotliing taken up by 
the committee was distributed among 
these sufferers, who were in great need 
of everything. 
The remainder was sent 


np to Johnson's bayou by the barge 
Topsy, as the tide and the channel would 
not 
permit 
of the 
Estelle 
going 


up the river. The committee :iro unani- 
mous In their statements regarding the 
aosoluto destitution of 
the survivors. 


They say they never saw such suffering 
for the common necessities of life as ex- 
ists at Sabine Pass and Johnson's bayou. 
The committee ascertained that the total 
number of persona who lost their lives 
was 102. Of these sixty-four were color- 
ed and thirty-eight were whites. 
Only 


sixty-one bodies have thus far been re- 
covered and burled. Scores of searching 
parties continue to hunt for the bodies 
of missing friends. 


The committee brought back with 


them a complete list of names of the 
colored people who were drowned at 
Sabine. 
A remarkable feature of this 


list ol sixty-two names is the repetition 
of certain surnames, showing that mem- 
bers of the same family are among the 
lost 
For example, there are seven

Allen Billbo, a colored man, who was 
working on the farm for Mrs. Deflander, 
heard the reports of the pistol and

to 
Inquire 


into the cause. On entering the yard a 
plitiHtly sight met his eyes. Mrs. De- 
ilunder was lying prostrate upon the 
ground in a dying condition, 
aud the 


blood oozing from her head. The son 
was found in the house groaning amid 
the most Intense agony. The neighbors 
were at once apprised of the occurrence, 
and a messenger was dispatched to Pa- 
cific for medical assistance. There is no 
hope for the recovery of Mrs. Deflander, 
and her crazy sou will go to the grave 
with her. Young Deflander has shown 
signs of insanity for the past few months, 
though his trouble was not considered 
serious.
